Tn the case of the arrest of Ng Ab-dau 
by the Magistrate's raoners a personal 
statemont has been received from the 
Consalar officials that the man was 
captured, by encroaching pon the 
Settlement at Markbam Road; and that 
such cases have hitherto been tried by 
the Mixed Court, On the other hand 
the Sbanghai District Magistrate, Tie, 
reports in person that this arrest was 
effected outside the Settlement at Cho 
Dae Ka. 

Both pasties argued and discnssed 
this matter in the Magistrate's Yamén 
until 9 o'clock, without arriving at « 
emnclusion. I therefore have myself 
brought up and examined the concerned, 
and be wakes « statement that he was 
taken at the door of the Ya Yuen Silk 
Filatnre, which is in disagreement with 
the original evidence. Hence an in- 
vestigation in detail shall be awaited. 
Since the views of the Magistrate Tien 
and theConsular Officials are at variance, 
it is unsuitable that Ng Ah-daw sball 
be sont back to him for imprisonment, 
Moreover, he bas been in prison a long 
while, and on inspection he bears the 
appearance of very grave disease. Far- 
ther there are no cells at this office, 
He shall therefore precent satisfactory 
security, and for the present undergo 
medical treatment, the time limit of one 
month being fixed wherein he sball 
‘come up for hearing and farther judg- 
ment. If there be an anfinished suit 
against him this tipao being a servant 
of the officials should, to begin with, 
come up as, and when he is summonsed, 
‘and can by no means proceed as an 
unconcerned person. If he ventures to 
exceed the time limit and disobeys, the 
guarantor shall be held responsible.
